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TOWN MANAGER REPORT 


The office of Town Manager is your office and is open to all, 
either by personal visit or by phone. Your constructive criti- 
cisms will be handled in a prompt and courteous fashion and, we 
hope, to the satisfaction of all concerned. 

Two projects, one this year and the other in the future, are 
of vital interest to all. The first, the new sewage system, will be 
ready for a vote this year and complete information will be 
available in the Town Manager’s office. We will try to dissemin- 
ate correct and complete information so that you may have a 
thorough understanding of the project before you are asked to 
cast your ballot. 

The second project, a year or two in the future, is the Upper 
Castleton River Watershed Project. Without going into minute 
details the advantages of this project can be best shown by the 
following four points, 

1 . Flood control for 1200 acres of Whipple Hollow, the West 
Rutland swamp area and the Upper Castleton River to a 
point approximately one and three-quarter miles below 
the confluence of Gulley Brook. 

2. Lower the water table in excess of 4 feet which, with the 
present level* affects the sewage system of many homes in 
West Rutland as well as cellars of 40 to 50 businesses and 
residences. 

3. The restoration and beautification of the West Rutland 
swamp to make it available for future residential and/or 
industrial expansion. 

4. Increased recreation in the area for swimming and fishing. 

As plans progress we will attempt to keep you up to date on 
all information that is finalized. This project will be largely 
financed with Federal funds. 

We have tried, in the 196$ Budget, to show all of the Receipts 
and all of the Disbursements which are handled by the Town 
Treasurer in order to give you a better understanding of where 
the town gets its money and where this money goes. In con- 
junction with these budgets, we have a complete bookkeeping 
system which is kept on a weekly basis. 

Road projects for 196S cannot be programmed positively at 
this time but you can be assured that cooperation between the 
town and state will result in the most efficient use of your high- 
way dollar.

This thirty second in the series of annual reports submitted 
io the people of West Rutland presents tabulations for the 
calendar year 1967. You may note a reduction in some or all 
categories of charges assessed your community. This is due 
primarily to passage of the Welfare Act by the 1967 session of the 
Legislature and in particular by its elimination of town sharing 
in programs administered by the Department of Social Welfare. 
Charges assessed your community were for goods and services 
received by the recipients prior to July 1, 1967. On those pro- 
vided after this date there was no local participation* 

In the Department of Social Welfare's program of assistance 
to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and 
physician sendees, as w ell as the excess over $80.00 per month in 
Nursing Home Care, were assessed against the tow n of settlement 
of the recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by 
your community during the past year for each of these types of 
rare were as follows : 

Nursing Home Care $1,956 . 96 

Hospitalization Services $ 1 ,95 1 . 4 1 

Physician Services $ 17.40 

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the 
program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children was at the 
rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for 
the care of Committed Children were borne equally by the local 
and state agencies. Charges assessed against your community for 
the former amounted to $529*76 and for the latter 8953*48 for the 
year just closed. 

During 1967 assistance was granted to 32 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled pro- 
gram. Direct money payments to these persons were financed 
entirely out of the state-federal funds. Among the other programs 
financed from these same sources were Sendees for the Blind, 
Adoption Sendees, and Medical Assistance. While no towu-by- 
town records are compiled for these categories, their benefits 
were available to all qualified residents.

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SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 
Report to the Voters of West Rutland 


There are many items worthy of mention at this time. 
Perhaps a brief paragraph on each will prove informative. 

The new heating and ventillating system has required 
numerous service calls on the part of the engineer, contractors 
and equipment manufacturers. Mr. William Lane and Mr. 
Reginald Noe have been in regular touch with the school and 
have, we now feel, moved the system into satisfactory operational 
condition. A financial accounting of last years special article # 5 
appeal’s separately. We expect serial notes for four annual 
principal payments in the amount of §15,400. will have been 
issued by Town Meeting time, and the 196S payment is included 
in the budget, as voted. 

A pleasant and most helpful increase in State Aid, plus a 
local tax overage because of the State-increased Grand List, 
permitted us to delay borrowing for the above project until 19GS. 
The State Aid increase from §25,370. to $63,013. reflects a hand- 
some reward to townspeople for the increased local tax effort on 
behalf of the schools, for which the Board and administration are 
indeed grateful. 196S State Aid, although almost impossible to 
predict, should not be less. 

An unsuccessful vote in October on a proposed union high 
school district certainly was not ‘‘fatal” to planning for needed 
future space, but the delays may create the need for space out- 
side the present building by the 1969-1970 school year. We are 
not positive, yet, that all pupils can be housed in the present 
building for 196S-1969. Perhaps an ‘extended day” schedule will 
add space-use flexibilities which will save the day. 

Rutland’s grades 7/12 are on such a schedule of staggered 
pupil arrivals and departures. Their school officials indicate that 
this device has indeed been helpful, so Mr. Timbers is applying 
the idea to West Rutland's needs. How long double sessions, as 
in Wallingford, can be avoided we cannot now predict. 

West Rutland’s breadth of instructional program in the 
secondary grades amazed State Department of Education officials 
who visited and evaluated the school in May, 1967. Nevertheless, 
and largely because of limitations in facilities such as those for 
the sciences, industrial arts and foreign languages, the school was 
approved only until June 30, 1968. 
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If the State Board of Education sticks to its announced 
intentions, our 7/12 grades could and would be declared UN- 
APPROVED as of July 1, 1968, thus barring us from accepting 
tuition students and cutting off an anticipated 834,000. in revenue. 
An extension for a year of our temporary approval would seem 
reasonable to expect if, in that year, the town hires an impartial 
expert and, subsequently, votes on his recommendations. There- 
fore, a special article in the warning asks for voter authorization 
for the School Directors to use budgeted funds to employ an 
architect or a consultant to study formally the Town s School 
needs, and to provide approximate cost estimates on each 
alternative studied. 

The target date for the findings to be reported would be 
sometime in August, 1968. Both the proposal to add facilities 
at the present location, and the proposal to build either else- 
where in town, or as a member of a union high school district, 
will be studied. In any case, the elementary grades would remain 
in the present building. 

Building, even additions, on the presently owned 300' by 
300' school plot are complicated by several factors: 

a) A letter dated December 21 from a Vermont Marble 
Company official states, in part,: A . . the Company would 
not voluntarily give up its title to any of the land . . . 
which the town of West Rutland was given ‘permission* 
to use,” 

b) An attorney for one of the best known Boston firms, Story 
Thorndike Palmer and Dodge, advises that it would be 
unusual, and perhaps impossible, for West Rutland to 
obtain clearance to sell school bonds for construction on 
land when under-surface mineral rights are retained by 
another owner. 

c) The total site now in use (not owned) is still well below 
State standards for site size, requiring that an exception 
be granted by the State before State building aid could be 
approved. 

However, these difficulties will be explored further before 
this alternative is abandoned. And yet the 1 'advantages 7 * of a 
site-size exception should be examined carefully, for they could 
prove questionable in a few years: The unanticipated growth in 
Rutland City has, in about twelve brief years, outstripped their 
junior-senior high school facilities and, it appears, will result in 
removal of their fine vocational shops, physically, to a new 
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secondary school site even though these shops function well in the 
present, structure. Might not this contain an object lesson for 
thoughtful observers? 

It is the hope of the School Directors that the fine kinder- 
garten program which has been run privately in recent years may 
be taken into the public school system. This would result in the 
opportunity for all children to attend either in the morning 03’ in 
the afternoon, as two sessions would be held. The kindergarten 
would have to remain in the present room in the Town Hall, 
provided clearance is received by the Vermont Departments of 
Safety and Public Health. Their inspections are pending at the 
time this material goes to press. 

Attendance is not required in kindergarten, but is highly 
advantageous for most children* The matter of transportation 
has been discussed by the Board, but not yet resolved. However, 
at the request of the parents presently directing this program, 
the Board is inserting an item in the warning, as required, by 
VS A Title 16, Section 791, and calls for a special 10c tax. 

Last summer a Head Start program was held in our district, 
funded by the Bennmgton-Itutland Opportunity Council. At- 
tendance is limited to 15 by federal regulations* A similar class, 
or perhaps two, will be available during the summer of 1968. 

Just under §4300. was allocated to the Supervisory Union 
as West Rutland's federal-fund share under Title I of the ESEA 
(Public Law 89-10). These funds, from the 1966-1967 fiscal year, 
coupled with those accruing to Proctor and Rutland Town, 
enabled us to purchase instructional equipment, specialized 
services, and supported the four-week summer school attended by 
over 120 pupils, many from this village. As a follow-up to the 
summer classes in reading, and with the aid of a testing program 
also paid for under the project, new help in reading has been 
introduced to small groups of selected students during the 1067- 
196S school year. 

Thus the 1967-19GS project includes visits to St. Stanislaus 
Kostka School and the public school by Mrs. Lillian Hier, special 
teacher of reading, Miss Ruth Hennig, a school library con- 
sultant, and Mr* J. David Egner, school psychologist. These 
people are being paid by 1967-1968 federal funds, thus spreading 
the effect of the project over an entire year, rather than just in 
the summer. Thus 1967-1968 federal funds will have been used 
up June 30 and no summer school program will be available 
this July and August. 
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Consequently, the school building will not be occupied by 
workmen or pupils for the first time in five years. This will permit 
the making of plans for greatly increased maintenance activities, 
including thorough cleaning, additional painting and greater 
care of the grounds. 

Special recognition is due the members of the Class of 196S 
for, first, their concern over the condition of the Town Hall and, 
second, their generous efforts toward making splendid improve- 
ments. These young people donated many hours of time in 
painting and general, vigorous housecleaning, and then found 
money-raising projects to pay for all expenses. No Town funds 
were provided. Hats off to you, Seniors! 

And congratulations to the Grade Five boys and girls for 
similar concerns in and around the school. They have raked and 
cleaned up the scar on the front lawn left by water main replace- 
ment and have policed the yard a number of times. 

The good news — and well deserved for West Rutland tax- 
payers — - is that no increase in taxes is found necessary to support 
the general budget for 1%S-1969. So, on that happy note, this 
report will close with thanks to the members of the Board, who 
serve in these difficult times and who spend many long evenings 
in your service; to Mr, William Timbers, the staff, secretary, 
and custodians; to the entire student body and their parents, and 
to other taxpayers. Again, sincere thanks to all!

There were 12 physicals, 24 re vaccinations, 7 diphtheria and 
tetanus boosters, 4 Type $ 2 Oral Sabin and 4 Type # 1 Salk 
polio. There were two mothers present. 

On February 11, 1967, I received twenty dollars to be used 
for free lunches for needy children. 

On March 10, 1967, a make-up clinic was held at St. Stanis- 
laus School for Oral Sabin. Public Health Nurse was Mrs* Nancy 
Davis. School Nurse was Mrs* Nelson, 

Types $1, $2, and $3 were given* On March 14 and 15, 
1967, individual audiometer tests were done on the kindergarten 
pupils* 

On April 3, 1967, a film on “The Food We Eat ?f was shown 
to the lower grades. 

On May 1 through 20, the permanent records were com- 
pleted. 

On May 25, 1967, a make-up Oral Sabin clinic was held at 
the Main Street School School Nurse was Firs. Nelson. Recorder 
was Mrs. Leo DiGangi* 10 Type # 1 ? 6 $ 2, 13 # 3, and 3 tri- 
valent boosters were given. 

On September 6, 1967, school opened with a full session* 
There were 624 students registered in the Main Street, St. 
Stanislaus School and the Kindergarten, 

On September IS, dental permission slips were sent home to 
pupils of the Main St, School, On September 20, dental per- 
mission slips were sent home to pupils of St. Stanislaus School. 

On September 21, permission slips for vitamins were sent 
home to pupils at Main St. and St* Stanislaus Schools* St* 
Stanislaus pupils pay for their vitamins. 
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Vitamins are distributed to all the grades ; any child receives 
these vitamins if his parents so desire* These vitamins are 
furnished by the Parent-Teacher Association* Pre-school children 
also have the advantage of these vitamins* So far, 1500 vitamins 
have been sold outside the school. 

On September 22, X attended an all-day meeting at Mont- 
pelier on the Visually Handicapped* 

On September 25, the Dental Program started with Mrs. 
Margaret Randall as our Deutal Hygienist* 

On October 10, 1967, the State Dental Hygienist, Mrs. 
Sally Munette, spoke to grades 1 and 2* On October 31, she 
spoke to the students at St. Stanislaus School* On November 1. 
she spoke to grades 3 through 6, and the kindergarten. 

On October 10, individual audiometric tests were done on 
pupils of grades 1 and 2* On October 17, these pupils were also 
weighed and measured. 

On October 20, 1967, I attended the Nurses* Convention in 
Burlington. 

On November 29, permission slips for measles vaccine were 
sent home to children in kindergarten through grade S at the 
Main St, School and grades 1 through 8 at St* Stanislaus. 

On December 5, permission slips for immunization and 
physicals were sent home to children in kindergarten and the 
first grade. 

On December 14, a clinic was held at the Main St. School, 
with Dr. Emilie Perkins as the attending physician. Public 
Health Nurse was Miss Agnes Me Elroy, and School Nurse, Mrs. 
Nelson* Helpers were Mrs. John Bloomer, Mrs* Robert Kup- 
ferer, and Mrs. Arthur Witham. There were S mothers present* 
Following were the immunizations: 10 physicals, 3 vaccinations, 
6 re-vaccinations, 7 diphtheria and tetanus boosters, 15 measles 
vaccine, and 1 Oral Sabin $ 3. 

On December 15, the second clinic was held at Main St* 
School* Dr. Perkins was the attending physician* Public Health 
Nurse was Miss Me Elroy, School Nurse, Mrs. Nelson. Helpers 
were Mrs* Kupferer, Mrs. Robert Wener, and Mrs. Arthur 
Witham, There were 11 physicals, 15 measles vaccine, 7 revae- 
cinations, 6 diphtheria and tetanus boosters, 2 vaccinations* 2 
diphtheria and tetanus Type $ 1. There were 2 mothers present. 

On January 3 and 4, 1968, grades one and two at St* Stanis- 
laus School were weighed and measured. On January S. per- 
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mission slips for immunisations anti physicals were sent home. On 
January 16 and 17, individual audiometric tests were done on 
each pupil in grades 4 through S. 

On January 19, 19GS, a clinic was held at. St. Stanislaus 
School. Dr. Frank Srnol inski was the attending physician. The 
Public Health Nurse was Miss Agnes MeElroy; School Nurse, 
Mrs. Edward Nelson. Helpers were Mrs. Leo Kulig and Mrs. 
Walter Kulig. 

Following were the physicals and immunizations: 7 physi- 
cals. 17 measles vaccine, IS re- vaccinations, 5 vaccinations, 17 
diphtheria and tetanus boosters, 7 Oral Sabin $3, 5 trivalent 
$1, 1 trivalent booster, 1 diphtheria and tetanus $2. There 
were six mothers present. 

School conferences are held under the supervision of the 
Vermont Department of Health. 

Children hurt during the school session and require a 
doctor s care or X-rays have been taken care of by the school 
nurse. 

There have been numerous cases of colds, grippe, and sore 
throat. 

Fifty calls were made, and there were numerous phone 
contacts.
